Paris. Jan. S.-France moved troop re ­ 
inforcem ents tow ards th e Rhinei today 
w hile th e inter-allied reparations com ­ 
m ission was m eeting to give G erm any 
a final hearing on the charge th a t she 
ia in default of her coal and coke 
deliveries, pledged under the trea ty 
of Versailles. 
It was reported th a t the French 
arm y may be moved tow ards the R uhr 
by easy stages, instead of by a single 
concerted stroke. 
If this program is 
followed E ssen, th e g reat industrial 
city on the w estern edge of th e R uhr 
basin and the seat 
of the K rupp 
works, may he seized first before the 
R uhr is ta k en over. 
Belief is growing 
here th a t the 
A m erican and B ritish arm ies of oc­ 
cupation a t Coblenz and Cologne will 
be w ithdraw n w hen the French move 
forw ard. 
In this event the F rench 
and Belgian forces will carry out the 
m ovem ent together, em ploying about 
.->,000 men. 


Paris, Jan. 8.—The French forces 
have been m ade ready to m arch w hen 
Prem ier Poincare gives the word for 
the carrying out of his still secret 
plan for eeizing the Ruhr and the 
Rhineland. 
Trains w ere crowded with officers 
and 
men, 
hurriedly 
recalled 
from 
leave, returning to their posts, and M. 
Poincare conferred w ith M. Le Troe- 
quer, m inister of public works, on 
final arrangem ents for the tran sp o rta­ 
tion of the civil and m ilitary forces. 
The French troops on the Rhine 
have been ordered 
by General De- 
goutte to rem ain in their quarters 
w herever th ere appears to be any dan­ 
ger of clashes with the Germans, and 
every precaution will 
be taken to 
avoid dem onstrations. 
There are several tim es the num ­ 
ber of French forces In the Rhineland 
as are likely to be required for the 
Ruhr operations, but all the troops 
will be held in readiness for in stan t 
service, although there is nothing yet 
to justify the assum ption of im m edi­ 
ate action. 
M. Poincare has repeatedly describ­ 
ed th e proposed entrance into 
the 
Ruhr as chiefly the work of engineers 
and custom s collectors. 
This is the 
nucleus, but the m ilitary support re­ 
quired necessarily depends upon the 
French estim ate of w hat resistance 
the Gorm ans m ay offer. 
It is known 
also th at the prem ier’s original idea 
wa3 modified to m ake it attractive to 
the British, but now th a t France is 
going in alone, she is under no such 
restraint.

The governm ent considers it desir­ 
able to have the reparations com m is­ 
sion declare Germany in voluntary 
default on coal before acting, but this 
is expected late today, after the Ger­ 
m ans appear before the commission, 
or tomorrow. The French cabinet will 
m eet again Tuesday and the prem ier 
will outline the declaration he will 
make.

Various considerations may cause 
Prem ier Poincare to delay the Ruhr 
operations until G erm any’s failure to 
pay the 500,000,000 gold m arks on 
Jan. 15 further strengthens his hand, 
but im portance is attached to the com­ 
m ission’s action on the coal question, 
which is taken to mean that he would 
consider recognition of a default ij 
th a t respect as adequate.

Columbus, Jan. 8.—A. V. Donahey, 
Dem ocrat, of New Philadelphia, and 
form er state auditor, today becam e 
Ohio's fiftieth governor. 
Inaugural cerem onies took place a t 
noon on the w est steps of th e state 
capitoi, and this was followed im m e­ 
diately by a public reception in the 
state house rotunda. 
The exercises began a t 11:30 on a 
covered platform , the 166th infantry 
band opening w ith a concert. 
Rev. 
O. L. Lindenbolt of Shepard M. E. 
church, w hich Mr. Donahey and his 
fam ily attended during his residence 
a t Shepard w hile he wras state auditor, 
delivered the invocation. 
At 11:55 a. m., the retirin g governor, 
Davis, presented Mr. Donahey w ith 
his com mission, and Chief Justice C. 
T. M arshall adm inistered the oath of 
office to the new governor and to o th­ 
e r newly-elected state officials. 
The 
governor's salute of 17 guns boomed 
forth a t noon, ju st as the new gov­ 
ernor w as being sworn in. 
The new governor followed w ith 
h is Inaugural address, in w-hlch he 
pledged him self to be "governor of all 
the people, survive or perish.” 
The inaugural cerem onies proper 
closed w ith the singing of "T he Star 
Spangled B anner” and benediction. 
During th e public reception Gov­ 
ernor Donahey and his aids occupied 
a platform th a t had been erected in 
the center of the state house rotunda. 
It w as surrounded by cedars, palm s, 
ferns and flowers. 
The house and senate convened a t 
10 o’clock today. L ieutenant G overnor 
E arl D. Bloom, Democrat, of Bowling 
Green, was sworn in as presiding offi­ 
cer of the senate, succeeding Clarence 
J. Brown of B lanchester.

Cl NO’S NON-WAR PACT. 


France has rejected the German non-war pact th at solemn 
pledge by all Powers interested ip the Rhine that for thirty years 
none of them should wage war on another unless the people of 
the nations involved should so authorize in a popular referendum. 
“To my regret.” says the German Chancellor, “France has seen 
fit to reject our proposal.” 
His regret, of course is understandable, but neither Chancellor 
Cuno nor any other German should be surprised by the French 
refusal. 
Belgium it will be recalled, 
had German 
guarantees 
against invasion, but they became a “scrap of paper.” In the last 
decade France and the world have had some revealing experiences 
with Germany. 
Credit, faith, mutual trust and understanding are based on 
character among nations as among men. 
As a nation Germany 
has become a moral bankrupt. The German wrord is not good; any 
German proposal is regarded as tainted. This is all very sad and 
maybe unjust, but it is so and Germany has herself to blame. 
For four years she has dodged, winned and evaded and looked 
for loopholes. 
Her disarmament had to be forced. 
Four years 
ago the Peace Conference was about to meet. 
In January, 1920, 
the treaty went into effect. 
It was January, 1921, before the 
Allies could force the fixing of reparations at 226,000,000,000 gold 
marks, payable in forty-two years. The Germans did not pay, so 
in April, 1921, the sum was cut to 132,000,000,000 gold marks. 
Still protesting and wailing, always treatening to “go Red,” Ger­ 
many was given a partial moratorium at Cannes in January, 1922, 
and again has failed. 
Where a pledge could be broken it has been broken; where 
evasion has been possible Germany has evaded. 
Small wander 
that France, watching the Teuton sign, repudiate and evade with 
the final purpose of paying nothing, has refused to bother with 
Cuno’s pact and have her hands tied for forty-five to sixty years. 
She prefers the security she can make for herself to what she 
regards as another more than doubtful German pledge.

These conditioifs are fundamental. The Free State wants no 
patched-up peace and does well to reject it.

These terms may not end the campaign of ambush, riot and 
destruction at once, but when they do end these disorders, it will 
be a permanent ending. 
The world outside Ireland will approve 
them.

Governor Bonahey In his inaugural 
address said: 
"In common with several elected 
state officials, representing two polit­ 
ical parties, I have just taken the oath 
of office which requires the governor 
of Ohio to support the constitution of 
the state and the United States and 
to enforce faithfully all laws. I have 
done so without mental reservation. 
Without the loyal eupport of the pub­ 
lic, however, the governor will be 
helpless. 
At the outset, therefore, I 
must appeal to the good will and the 
helpful support of the people, as well 
as of all officials, if I am to fulfill the 
vow I have just taken. 
• Permit me to outline briefly a few 
specific duties affecting the conomi; 
and social welfare 
of the people, 
which our constitution and laws im­ 
pose upon the chief executive. 
The 
* institution declares that the supreme 
executive power of this state shall be 
vested in the governor. 
This neces­ 
sarily embraces the appointment cf 
departmental officials and employes, 
and 1 promise to appoint only honest, 
capable and efficient men and women 
I shall not knowingly appoint any who 
.s dishonest or inefficient. 
The constitution furthermore con­ 
fers upon the governor the right to 
grant reprieves, commutations and 
pardons. I pledge that there shall be 
no abuse of this power 
Society can 
protect itself only by strict enforce­ 
ment of penal laws. One of the great­ 
est dangers confronting our country 
today, in my opinion, is a tendency to 
a disregard for 
old-fashioned disci­ 
pline in both public and private life. 
The constitution provides also that 
the governor shall be commander-in- 
chief of the military and naval forces 
of the state. I hope I may never be 
required to exercise this prerogativ 
but, if necessary to preserve the peace 
and guard the safety of our people, I 
shall not hesitate in the performance 
of this duty. 
“The governor is required under the 
constitution to fill vacancies that may 
arise on the bench of Ohio and its 
subdivisions. 
You may rest assured 
that I shall appoint judges of ability, 
honesty and fitness, and not mere poli­ 
ticians. 
The last hope and security 
of our people lies in a pure, nonparti­ 
san judiciary. 
“The spvernor by law' is given the 
power to veto acts of the general as­ 
sembly. 
If it becomes necessary to 
exercise this power, delegated by the 
people. I shall not hesitate and shall 
frle with the veto a message giving my 
reasons therefor. 
“I shall in no way attempt to en­ 
croach upon the prerogatives of the 
general assembly, but will seek in 
every manner possible to be helpful 
to the end that the people's govern­ 
ment shall be economically and con­ 
structively administered. 
“The constitution provides that the 
governor send a message to the gen­ 
eral assembly, showing the condition 
of the state and bring to the attention 
of the lawmakers such subjects as the 
governor may deem expedient. 1 shall 
do that tomorrow. It will be a mes­ 
sage not merely to the legislature, 
but also to the people of Ohio. I hope 
you may read it and advise your pub­ 
lic servants if the policies enunciated 
do not meet with your approval. 
A 
second message to the general assem­ 
bly at an early date will be of vital 
importance to all the people and I ask 
that you give it your earnest consid­ 
eration. 
At all times I shall attempt to be 
a true spokesman of the people an-d I 
have no desire except to carry out 
their will. You have elected me gov­ 
ernor for a two-year term. With the 
help of the Divine Providence, I 
pledge myself to be governor of all 
the people, ‘sink or swim, live or die, 
survive or perish.’ ”

Bride: “Is there any difference be­ 
tween peel and pare?'1 
Answer: Yes. To peel means to re­ 
move a skin by the fingers: to pare 
means to cut with a knife- We peel an 
orange but pare a potato. 
Mrs. N.: "Will you kindly publish 
directions for removing greese from 
wall paper- In opening the cap of a 
milk bottle the top cream splashed up 
on the wall I tried to remove it with 
blotting paper and a hot iron, but with 
no success.’’ 
Answer: Apply gasoline, benzine, 
chloroform or naptha. But remember 
that these fluids are extremely inflam 
mable and cannot be used near heat 
and flame. 
Mrs. L. W. “Please publish, a recipe 
for Preserving Citron.” 
Answer: Preserved 
Citron: 
Pare 
and cut into halves three or four 
citrons, remove seeds and cut the 
fruit into slices. Weigh these sliqes 
and place them in boiling water 
over boiling water over a good fire. 
To 10 lbs- of the citron allow 2 quarts 
of water and one pint of weak vine­ 
gar. 
Boil ten minutes, remove, and 
cool the citron pieces in cold water, 
then drain well 
Now put an agate­ 
ware kettle on the range and put in­ 
to it one-half cup of water and three- 
quarters of a pound of sugar for each 
pound of citron that you are preserv­ 
ing (do not add the citron to the sugar 
and water at this stage, however.) 
Also put into the kettle green ginger 
root in the proportion of four ounces 
ten ten pounds of the 
citron, 
and 
bring this spiced sirup to a boil Let 
it boil five minutes, then add the 
drained citron to it and let simmer for 
4~> minutes. Then remove the citron 
from the sirup with a skimmer and 
put it in hot, sterilized glass jars. 
Boil the sirup till thick (it may take 
a full hour) and pour it over the 
citron in the jars. Completely seal, at 
once, label and store. It is important 
to have the jars hot when the boiling 
sirup is poured into them, otherwise 
they may crack. Tor keep them hot. 
wrap tbemin cloths dipped into, and 


wrung from boiling hot water. 
A. “Aa a home wedding, when the 
bride is wearing a veil, Is It. necessary 
for the bridegroom and ber/ man to 
be in full dress?" 
Answer. It is not correct to wear 
full dress (that is, a dress suit) dur­ 
ing the daytime: before 6 o’clock a 
“Prince Albert” or frock coat is worn. 
You did not say whether your wed­ 
ding is to be held in the afternoon or 
in the evening. If, however, the bride­ 
groom and best man wish to >Year 
an ordinary business suit, then It is 
not correct for the bride to wear a 
veil—whether the wedding is held In 
the daytime or at night, 
Mrs. M.:“Is there any way to re­ 
move the shine from clothing?”

CUNO’S NON-WAR PACT. 


France has rejected the German non-war pact th at solemn 
pledge by all Powers interested in the Rhine that for th irty years | 
none of them should wage war on another unless the people of, 
the nations involved should so authorize in a popular referendum , j 
“To my regret,” says the German Chancellor, “France has seen : 
fit to reject our proposal/' 
His regret, of course is understandable, but neither Chancellor j 
Cuno nor any other German should be surprised by the French 
refusal. 
Belgium it will be recalled, 
had German 
guarantees 
against invasion, but they became a “scrap of paper.” In the last 
decade France and the world have had some revealing experiences 
with Germany. 
Credit, faith, mutual tru st and understanding are based on 
character among nations as among men. 
As a nation Germany 
has become a moral bankrupt. The German word is not good; any 
German proposal is regarded as tainted. This is all very sad and 
maybe unjust, but it is so and Germany has herself to blame. 
For four years she has dodged, whined and evaded and looked 
for loopholes. 
Her disarmament had to be forced. 
Four years 
ago the Peace Conference was about to meet. In January, 1920, 
the treaty went into effect. 
It was January, 1921, before the 
Allies could force the fixing of reparations at 226,000,000,000 gold I 
marks, payable in forty-two years. The Germans did not pay, so 
in April, 1921, the sum was cut to 132,000,000,000 gold marks. I 
Still protesting and wailing, always treatening to “go Red,” G er-, 
many was given a partial moratorium at Cannes in January, 1922,' 
and again has failed. 
Where a pledge could be broken it has been broken; where j 
evasion has been possible Germany has evaded. 
Small wonder 
that France, watching the Teuton sign, repudiate and evade with 
the final purpose of paying nothing, has refused to bother with 
Cuno’s pact and have her hands tied for forty-five to sixty years. 
She prefers the security she can make for herself to w hat she 
regards as another more than doubtful German pledge.

Governor Bonahey In his inaugural 
address said: 
"In common with several elected 
state officials, representing two polit­ 
ic a1 parties, I have just taken the oath 
of office which requires the governor 
of Ohio to support the constitution of 
the state and the United States and 
to enforce faithfully all laws. 
I have 
done so without mental reservation. 
Without the loyal eupport of the pub­ 
lic, however, the governor will be 
helpless. 
At the outset, therefore, I 
must appeal to the good will and the 
helpful support of the people, as well 
as of all officials, if I am to fulfill the 
vow I have just taken. 
‘ Permit me to outline briefly a few 
specific duties affecting the conomi; 
Rnd social welfare of the 
people, 
which our constitution and laws im­ 
pose upon the chief executive. 
The 
(onstitution declares that the supreme 
executive power of this state shall be 
teated in the governor. 
This neces­ 
sarily embraces the appointment cf 
departmental officials and employes. 
and I promise to appoint only honest, 
apable and efficient men and women 
t shall not knowingly appoint any who 
is dishonest or inefficient. 
"The constitution furthermore con­ 
fers upon the governor the right to 
erant reprieves, commutations and 
pardons. I pledge that there shall be 
no abuse of this power 
Society can 
protect itself only by strict enforce­ 
ment of penal laws. One of the great­ 
est dangers confronting our country 
today, in my opinion, is a tendency to 
a disregard for 
old-fashioned disci­ 
pline in both public and private life. 
“The constitution provides also that 
the governor shall be commander-in- 
chief of the military and naval forces 
of the state. 
I hope I may never be 
required to exercise this prerogative, 
but. if n ecessary to preserve the peace 
and guard the safety of our people. I 
shall not hesitate in the performance 
of this duty. 
“The governor is required under the 
constitution to fill vacancies that may 
arise on the bench of Ohio and its 
subdivisions. 
You may rest assured 
that I shall appoint judges of ability, 
honesty and fitness, and not mere poli­ 
ticians. 
The last hope and security 
of our people lies in a pure, nonparti­ 
san judiciary. 
‘‘The fipvernor by law* ie given the 
power to veto acts of the general as­ 
sembly. 
If it becomes necessary to 
exercise this power, delegated by the 
people. I shall not hesitate and shall 
frle with the veto a message giving my 
reasons therefor. 
"I shall in no way attempt to en­ 
croach upon the prerogatives of the 
general assembly, but will seek in 
every manner possible to be helpful 
to the end that the people’s govern­ 
ment shall be economically and con­ 
structively administered. 
"The constitution provides that the 
governor send a message to the gen­ 
eral assembly, showing the condition 
of the state and bring to the attention 
of the lawmaker* such subjects as the 
governor m ay deem expedient. I shall 
do that tomorrow. 
It will be a mes­ 
sage not merely to the legislature, 
but also to the people of Ohio. I hope 
you may read it and advise your pub­ 
lic servants if the policies enunciated 
do not meet with your approval. 
A 
second message to the general assem­ 
bly at an early date will be of vital 
importance to all the people and I ask 
that you give it your earnest consid­ 
eration. 
“At all times I shall attempt to be 
a true spokesman of the people and I 
have no desire except to carry out 
their will. You have elected me gov­ 
ernor for a two-year term. With the 
help of the Irvine Providence, 
I 
pledge myself to be governor of all 
the people, 'sink or swim, live or die, 
survive or perish.’ ”
